at his State of the City Address presented 
on March 6. 

Mayor Priebe spoke to a sale oil crowd 
at a special meeting of the Taylor Rotary, 


which included a luncheon with proceeds: 


benefiting the Taylor Teen Health Center. 
In his speech, Priebe outlined what he 


believes to be recent successes in managing 


“inherited problems,” which included, “$25 


million of new City debt, a structural defi- 

cit, deferred maintenance on buildings, and 
50% wage increases for police and fire.”

We must live within our means,” said 

Priebe, who went on to talk about his 





administration’s “Taylor turnaround” pro- 

eram. It includes: 

e working to make the Meijer Taylor 
Summer Festival a “break-even” event 
for two years in a row. Priebe reported 
that, for many years, the City supple- 
mented the summer festival by as much 
as $120,000 per year. He thanked the 
business leaders of Meijer, Masco, Fritz 
Enterprises, Oakwood Heritage Hospi- 
tal, National City Bank, and others for 
their continued festival support. 

e reducing appointed staff by 50% and 
holding the line on costs where possible. 

° contracting with a professional manage- 
ment company, Rink Management, 
which pays the City of Taylor-to operate 
the Taylor Sportsplex instead of drain- 
ing City funds. Priebe noted that there 

‘is still a debt on the building, which 
the City will have to pay over many years 
to come. 

¢ improving the City’s Golf Department 
to a break-even operation, representing 

_..a positive swing of more than $400,000. 

Priebe also discussed “the greening of 
Taylor.” He enumerated the City’s many ac- 
complishments in reducing its carbon foot- 
print, preserving woodlands and planting 
trees, utilizing alternative fuels and hydro- 
gen fuel cell technology in the City vehicle 
fleet, and currently conducting a wind- 
power feasibility study that could lead Tay- 
lor to invest in cost-saving, renewable wind 
energy. 

With regard to the City’s efforts to sta- 
bilize neighborhoods and improve the qual- 
ity of life, Priebe discussed the new “Taylor 
Cares” home program, through which the

City is purchasing foreclosed homes for $1 
each from the U.S. Department of Hous- 
ing and Urban Development, renovating 
the dwellings, and selling them to qualified 
families at, or just below, market prices. The 
first home, located on Dudley Street, has 
been completed, and could be sold as early 
as April 1. Rehab has begun on several other 
homes, as well. Priebe thanked Congress- 
man John Dingell for his help in bringing 
the program to Taylor. 

Priebe additionally noted that the City 
plans to expand its efforts in the southwest 
section of Taylor. Current plans call for 
further reducing density and adding more 
green areas. 

The advantages of the moratorium on 
residential development inthe City were 
also noted. The Mayor thanked the Taylor 
City Council for its support, and said the 
moratorium has helped by giving City staff 


members time to focus on the development 


of a new master plan, which has been pre- 


pared.and is scheduled for consideration this 
spring. 

In the effort toward blight elimination, 
the Mayor discussed the demolition of two 
unsafe, abandoned homes on Beech Daly 
Road near Truman High School, as well as 
the demolition of six other structures 
throughout the city, including the former 
Handy Andy building on Telegraph Road. 

Priebe stressed the need for the right 
mix of new development for the future. He 
cited his recent trips to the United Arab 
Emirates, Qatar, China, and Las Vegas as 
examples of progressive areas that are capi- 
talizing on their resources, education, and 
tenacity in developing their own commu- 
nities. He noted the efforts of Taylor and 
neighboring: municipalities, which are 
working with Wayne County Executive 
Robert Ficano to develop vacant areas 
around Detroit Metropolitan Wayne 
County Airport to bring new investment 
and job opportunities to the area. 

Address highlights also included the 
City’s focus on improving the quality of life 


- through neighborhood improvements, bet- 


ter parks, and continued work with the Tay- 
lor School District in sidewalk, traffic, and 
road improyements near schools. 

Priebe further noted that this year 
marks the 40th anniversary of the City of 
Taylor, and stated that a number of key ac- 
tivities related to the anniversary are in the 
planning stages for May. 

Priebe closed his annual address by stat- 
ing, “Honest communication is realizing 
that dialog is not just a freedom to speak, 


but a willingness to listen and act — so let's

Romulus Awaits Vote on DTW Master Plan

Hundreds of Romulus residents and 
other citizens from the surrounding area 
have voiced their concerns about a proposed 
Master Plan being considered by the Wayne 
County Airport Authority. Now, they're 
waiting to see if the WCAA Board of Direc- 
tors will take those concerns into consider- 
ation when deciding the proposal’s fate. 

During its regular meeting of March 
20 (which had not yet occurred at our press 
time), the Board was scheduled to hear a 
presentation from WCAA CEO Lester 
Robinson, who will take the lead in pitch- 
ing the “preferred development plan.” That 
plan — which calls for the future construc- 
tion of a fifth runway to handle a projected 
increase in traffic — would displace approxi- 
mately 3,500 residents on the south side of 
Romulus, close one to two elementary 
schools, and result in a loss*of nearly $1 
million in City tax revenue and $1.7 mil- 
lion in Schools revenue, according to Rom- 
ulus City Planner Cynthia I. Lyon, AICP. 

Romulus Mayor Alan R. Lambert be- 
lieves that such losses would have a devas- 
tating effect on his hometown. ; 

“T understand that a strong airport is 
important to our areas economy, but there's 
no need for such a drastic plan,” he stated. 

“It’s flawed in several ways,” he con- 
tinued. “First of all, it's based on a projec- 
tion of 2.5% annual growth — yet traffic 
has remained stagnant for the past two 
years. Given the state of our economy, it 
seems unlikely that things will change much 
in the foreseeable future.” 

Other factors cited by Lambert in- 
cluded the effect that the plan’s announce- 
ment will likely have on local property val- 
ues and salability, as well as what he sees as 
utter disregard for its effect on the surround- 
ing area. 

“The plan was conceived without giv- 
ing due consideration to the severe impacts 
on non-Airport facilities like schools, roads, 
and other community infrastructure. City 
input has been virtually ignored, and not 
one member of the Romulus Community 
Schools was invited to take part in the plan- 
ning process. 

“Surely there are other alternatives that 
would allow the Airport to increase its ca- 
pacity without consuming an additional 7% 
of our City’s land area.” 

Lambert said that he and a coalition 
of four other mayors (John O'Reilly of 
Dearborn, Dan’ Paletko of Dearborn 
Heights, Hilliard Hampton of Inkster, and 
Cameron Priebe of Taylor) plan to attend 


‘the WCAA meeting to speak out against 


the proposed plan. Behind them will be the 
support of a number of communities (in- 
cluding Belleville, Brownstown Township, 
Huron Township, Taylor, Van Buren Town- 
ship, and Wayne) that have adopted reso- 
lutions in support of the Romulus cause. 

According to Lambert, they hope to 
convince the Board not to adopt the plan — 
or, at the very least, to table it until further 
study can be made. 

But, not everyone is convinced that the 


plan is a bad idea. Among its proponents Is 
Michael Conway, who believes that the 
Airport's future expansion is essential to the 
area’s overall economic growth. He acknowl- 
edges that some will be negatively affected 
in the process, but urges everyone to look 
at the big picture. 

“When you look at a large map of the 
entire region served by DTW, a Master 
Plan designed to accommodate future 
growth in aviation makes a lot of sense,” 
read a recent statement he issued to the 
little paper. “According to the University 
of Michigan—Dearborn, activity at DI'W 
already stimulates more than 71,000 jobs 
statewide and has a $7.6 billion annual eco- 
nomic impact. The opportunity for future 
growth in aviation would certainly mean 
more jobs and prosperity in our region.” 

Conway said that, since learning of the 
new master plan proposal, many people 
have the idea that Airport expansion is im- 
minent, but that isn't so. 

“The additional runway shown on 
DTW’s Master Plan will not be needed for 
many years into the future; however, it is 
important to have it shown, so that the 
Airport Authority and City can begin plan- 
ning for when it becomes necessary. In fact, 
a Master Plan showing anticipated future 
projects is required by the Federal Aviation 
Administration of every US airport which 
accepts federal funds. Clearly, it would be 
irresponsible for airport management to vot 
plan for the future.” 

Conway also believes that the City’s 
concerns Have been duly considered — and 
will continue to be addressed, as well as 
possible, in the future. 

“The City has four members on the 
Master Plan Technical Advisory Commit- 
tee, which has already met five times since 
this process began,” he stated. “Please know 
that Airport management is listening to and 
understands the concerns of the City, and 
is committed to working closely with the 
City to minimize the negative impacts and 
maximize the positive impacts of a grow- 
ing and flourishing Airport.” 

When asked if the City of Romulus 
would be permitted to videotape the WCAA 
meeting for future broadcast on local gov- 
ernment access channels, Conway said he 
didn’t know, but didn’t think there would 
bea problem. Romulus Mayor Lambert told 
the little paper that he does plan to bring a 
camera operator to the meeting. 

The Wayne County Airport Authority 
Board of Directors is a seven-member body 
made up of two appointees chosen by the 
governor, four selected by the county exec- 
utive, and one named by the county com- 
mission. Terms range from two to eight 
years. Both current gubernatorial appoin- 
tees were chosen by former Governor John 
Engler; current county exec appointees were 
named by former CEO Edward McNamara 
and current CEO Robert Ficano.

U. Settles, Jr., Charlie J. Williams, Bernard 
F. Parker, Jr., Wayne S. Doran, Michael M. 
Glusac, and James B. Nicholson. 
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New Hydrogen-fueled Buses Will 
Transport Passengers at Metro Airport 


Ford Motor Company, Congressman 


John Dingell, and the Wayne County Air- 


port Authority (WCAA) have announced 
the delivery of two hydrogen-fueled Ford 
E-450 shuttle buses to be used for transport- 
ing airline passengers between terminals at 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport (DTW). 

The delivery is the result of a partner- 
ship involving Ford, the WCAA, and the 
Southeast Michigan Council of Govern- 
ments (SEMCOG). The project is being 
funded with a Department of Energy grant 
that was supported by Dingell, who repre- 
sents Michigan’s 15th District. 

“These buses represent part of Ford 
Motor Company's strategy to deliver trans- 
portation solutions that emit less CO, and 
reduce our dependence on oil,” said Ziad 
Ojakli, Ford group vice-president, govern- 
ment and community relations. “We are 
pleased to partner with the State of Michi- 
gan and Wayne County to place these buses 
into service so that locals and visitors alike 
will be able to experience this unique form 
of clean transportation. [he buses also serve 
as a visible demonstration of Michigan's 
commitment to innovation and sustainable 
mobility.” 

Dingell, who played a critical role in 
securing funding for the project, said he’s 
glad that people coming through Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport will see this “fine ex- 
ample of American engineering” when they 
visit. 

“Ford is building some of the finest 
green vehicles on the road today,” said the 
congressman. © [he company proves, time 
and time again, it is committed to reduc- 
ing greenhouse gases and producing effi- 
cient vehicles. The Airport and SEMCOG 
are also to be commended for helping pro- 
tect our environment, and deserve credit 
for their fine work on this project.” 

WCAA CEO Lester Robinson said he’s 
grateful to Ford, SEMCOG, and especially 
Representative Dingell for bringing this 


opportunity to DTW. 





Taylor Fraternal Order of Police

“This cooperative partnership will pro- 
vide the Airport Authority with new tech- 
nology to support our ongoing commitment 
to reducing airport emissions and to trans- 
port customers in a more sustainable man- 
ner, he stated. 

Wayne County Executive Robert 
Ficano also applauds the partners for pro- 
viding the buses. 

“This is another example of the com- 
mitment in Wayne County to alternative 
transportation fuels,” said Ficano. “Wayne 
County already is one of the leading gov- 
ernmental users-of biodiesel, having pur- 
chased nearly one million gallons since 
2006.” 

According to a WCAA press release, 
Ford was the first automaker to deliver 
hydrogen-powered commercial vehicles for 
real-world use in several cities. Ford has de- 
livered buses to Greater Orlando Airport 
Authority, Orlando Convention Central 
District, SeaWorld Orlando, University of 
Missouri—Raleigh, the City of Las Vegas, 
and the San Mateo (CA) County Transpor- 
tation Authority, and also sent 10 buses to 
Canada for use in Prince Edward Island. 
Ottawa, and Vancouver. To date, 23 buses 
of the 30 built have been delivered to cus- 
tomers for commercial use. 

Power for the Ford E-450 shuttle buses 
is provided by a 6.8-liter V-10 internal com- 
bustion engine that has been supercharged 
and modified to run exclusively on hydro- 
gen fuel. DI'W’s new buses will be fueled 
by a hydrogen pumping station located in 
the City of Taylor. 

Hydrogen-fueled internal combustion 
engines are said to have many advantages, 
including high-efficiency, all-weather capa- 
bility, and near-zero emissions of regulated 
pollutants and greenhouse gases.

“Save the Dream” 


Bills Would Help Michigan 


Families Facing Foreclosure on Their Homes 


By State Representative Hoon-Yung Hopgood,

The House and Senate have agreed to 
a package of bills, collectively referred to as 
the “Save the Dream” package, to help fami- 
lies unable to afford their mortgage pay- 
ments. The bills authorize the Michigan 
State Housing Development Authority 
(MSHDA) to administer two programs that 
will offer immediate assistance to families 
in danger of losing their homes: the ARM 
Assist Refinance Program and the Rescue 
Refinance Program. 

The ARM Assist Refinance Boden 
enables borrowers to refinance an existing 
adjustable-rate mortgage (whose interest 
rate has skyrocketed) to a more affordable 
fixed-rate mortgage. The Rescue Refinance 
Program assists homeowners who have both 
missed (or been late) a few payments and 
been unable to negotiate a manageable loan 
restructuring with their existing lender in 
obtaining a fixed-rate loan. 

Both programs are funded entirely 
through the sale of bonds and MSHDAs 
refinancing of loans and operating expenses, 
and will not use any State revenue. There 
are income and appraised property value 
limitations to participate in these programs; 
however, the passage of Senate Bill 1133 
will raise a family’s income limitation to 
$108,000 and the appraised property value 
limitation ofa four-family unit to $299,000. 
Raising these caps will allow more families 
hurt by high interest rates or fraudulent 
lending to benefit from these programs and 
be able to keep their homes. 

Questions Left Unanswered in Airport 
Expansion Plan 

I attended the City of Romulus’s Pub- 
lic Hearing on the proposed Airport expan- 
sion last Tuesday, and listened to the City 
residents’ many concerns about the effects 
the expansion will have on their homes, 
their neighborhoods, and the City itself. 

Hearing these worries and reading 
through the e-mails and letters I received, 
it appears clear that there is still much un- 
certainty surrounding which homes, busi- 
nesses, and schools would be affected, as 
well as what will be offered to help impacted 
residents and cities. The Wayne County 
Airport Authority has done a commendable 
job of planning for the continued growth 
and expansion of Detroit Metropolitan Air- 
port and of demonstrating the Airports 
potential of bringing new jobs and devel- 
opment to the region. At the same time, 
the residents of Romulus and its neighbor- 
ing cities deserve more information con- 
cretely outlining the Airport Authority's 
plans for the relocation and retention of 
displaced residents, and for aiding city of 
ficials in mitigating any negative impact on 
their cities. 


For this reason, I and several of my 
House and Senate colleagues will be send- 
ing a letter asking the Airport Authority to 
delay voting on the expansion until such 
information is made available. 

Film Incentive Package Receives 
Enthusiastic Bipartisan Support 

Bills designed to attract motion picture 
and commercial production to Michigan 
received near-unanimous support from the 
House and Senate as the multiple-bill pack- 
ages enthusiastically passed both Chambers. 

The sixteen-bill House package, House 
Bills 5841-5856, will create loan incentives 
and tax rebates for film production compa- 
nies that film or produce motion pictures, 
documentaries, commercial advertisements, 
television programs, music videos, and in- 
teractive video games within the state. 

The bills offer significant advantages 
for prospective Michigan workers: tax cred- 
its of 40% for the cost of employing Michi- 
gan workers will be given to production 
companies, encouraging them to hire lo- 
cally; additionally, tax credits will be offered 
to companies that provide job training. The 
bills also offer tax credits for production 
costs; tax credits for investment in media 
production facilities, which are capped at 
$20 million; and the free use of state or 
local government property for filming. 

Film production contributes to state 
and local economies through purchases of 
local goods and the hiring of local workers, 
and other states that have enacted film in- 
centives witnessed an increase of several 
hundred million in film-related dollars. By 
attracting production companies to Michi- 
gan and incentivizing the hiring of Michi- 
gan workers, we hope to similarly profit in 
investments and employment growth. 
House Passes Bills To Protect Vulnerable 

The House increased the protection of 
children by passing Senate Bill 273, which 
requires the Department of Human Ser- 
vices to contact local law enforcement in 
cases of suspected child abuse, expanding 
the current requirement of contacting a 
prosecuting attorney. DHS will have to 
make contact within 24 hours of receiving 
a report of suspected child abuse or neglect. 
This bill reinforces the urgency of investi- 
gating child abuse and the need for imme- 
diate investigation. It also requires DHS to 
report cases involving death, sexual abuse, 
exploitation, and the severe physical injury 


of a child. CJ
